Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  annual  report  for  1969  is  presented  in  similar  pattern  to  that  of 
previous  years  with  statistical  data  relating  to  the  Hemsuorth  Rural  District 
in  Part  1 and  folloued  by  a report  on  the  personal  health  services  in  the 
combined  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  Hemsuorth,  There  follous  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  relating  to  the  uork  of  his  department 
during  the  year,  and  our  separate  reports  are  complementary. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  at  mid-year  uas  53,410, 
a reduction  of  160  in  spite  of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  live  births 
from  919  in  1968  to  997. 

There  uere  22  stillbirths,  4 more  than  in  1968,  and  regretably  28  infant 
deaths  compared  uith  11  in  the  previous  year. 

There  uere  no  maternal  deaths. 

Deaths  in  all  age  groups  uere  feuer  by  10  and  numbered  512,  of  uhich  the 
respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  78  compared  uith  100  in  the  previous  year. 

There  uas  a reduction  of  169  in  the  number  of  notified  infectious 
diseases  uith  15  more  cases  of  uhooping  cough,  54  feuer  cases  of  measles  and 
the  virtual  absence  of  dysentery  of  uhich  only  3 cases  uere  reported  compared 
uith  136  in  the  previous  year. 

There  ueiB  7 neu  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  reported  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  27  on  the  register  uas  feuer  by  8 than  in  the  year  before. 

In  the  report  of  the  personal  health  services  I have  made  comment  on 
the  figures  and  on  such  changes  in  emphasis  as  have  occurred  in  the 
several  services. 

Liaison  uith  the  Hospital  and  General  Medical  Services  has  been  good 
having  regard  to  the  diversity  of  problems  uhich  arise  uith  multiple 
specialist  services  and  a tripartite  medical  structure. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  of  1948  and  its  amendment  act  of  1951. 
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Once  again  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  continuing  and  active  interest  in  the  functioning  of  the 
Health  Department.  Their  support  and  the  friendly  co-operation  of  colleagues 
in  other  departments  is  greatly  appreciated.  Finally  I wish  to  thank  my  own 
staff  for  their  cheerful  industry  and  valued  work  during  the  year.

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1969. 

The  most  outstanding  item  was  the  strike  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Cleansing 
Department.  It  was  a nation-wide  strike  of  certain  classes  of  public  employees 
and  caused  considerable  disruption  and  danger  to  public  health.  It  resulted  in 
a more  reasonable  take-home  pay  for  men  who  are  doing  a not  very  pleasant,  but  a 
very  necessary  job. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  was  up  to  its  full  complement  so 
that  the  strain  of  the  previous  year  was  eased. 

There  was  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  loans  for  the  purchase  of  the  older 
type  of  house  but  the  total  of  owner/occupiers  increased  steadily. 

The  opening  of  the  new  swimming  bath  and  learners'  pool  was  a forward  step 
that  will  be  much  appreciated  especially  by  the  schools.

HOUSING 


Housing  is  an  ev/er  present  problem  and  it  mould  seem  to  be  insoluble.  As  the 
population  increases  so  does  the  demand  for  houses  and,  as  the  cost  of  building  is 
so  high  and  the  standard  demanded  continually  rising,  the  cost  makes  it  economically 
impossible  to  provide  every  newly  wed  couple  with  a separate  duelling.  Added  to  this 
is  the  necessity  for  demolishing  unfit  properties,  the  rehousing  of  the  occupants 
and  the  movement  of  people  to  areas  of  more  favourable  employment. 

In  the  year  1969,  144  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  82  by  the 
local  authority,  making  a total  of  226.  From  this  figure  there  must  be  deducted 
the  number  of  families  displaced  from  unfit  duellings  i.e.  168.  This  gives  the 
increase  of  58  occupies  houses  but  a further  figure  of  21,  which  is  the  number  of 
unfit  houses  from  which  the  tenants  are  waiting  to  be  rehoused,  must  be  deducted 
before  we  reach  a true  picture  of  the  increase.  The  actual  increase  in  the  number 
of  dwellings  is  therefore  37. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  would-be  owner/occupiers  of  obtaining 
loans  for  the  purchase  of  older  type  houses  the  number  increases  steadily  and  in 
almost  every  case  results  in  an  extended  life  of  the  property  due  to  the  increased 
interest  in  maintenance  shown  by  the  owner/occupier. 

During  the  year  139  houses  were  brought  up  to  standard  mainly  by  informal  action. 
Improvement  Grants

Water  Supply 

A safe  drinking  water  supply  is  taken  for  granted  by  the  public  yet  it  is  only 
made  possible  by  meticulous  care  on  the  part  of  all  concerned.  Of  88  bacteriological 
samples  of  public  supplies  only  one  was  classed  as  unsatisfactory.  That  means  that 
it  was  not  quite  up  to  the  high  standard  demanded  and  resulted  in  an  immediate 
enquiry.  Further  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  One  complaint  concerning 
water  proved  to  be  due  to  an  excess  of  chlorine  but  it  presented  no  hazard.

At  one  stage  it  was  thought  that  fluoridation  of  the  supply  from  Ringstone  Hill 
would  be  feasible.  Unfortunately  the  reservoir  now  sends  a supply  ts  the  Barnsley 
area  instead  of,  as  hitherto,  receiving  its  supply  from  that  direction.  As  that 
Authority  will  not  agree  to  fluoridation  the  scheme  came  to  nothing. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  water  tower  to  be  erected  at  Upton  will  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  1970. 

There  are  12  private  supplies  in  this  Rural  District,  a remarkably  low  figure 
for  a rural  area.  The  scheme  to  provide  a supply  to  the  Cherry  Tree  area  was 
eventually  buried  as  it  was  decided,  largely  due  to  the  delay  in  providing  a 
mains  supply,  not  to  proceed  with  plans  for  rebuilding  the  farm  which  was  to  be 
one  of  the  principal  users. 

Three  of  the  samples  of  the  private  supplies  were  not  up  to  standard.  All 
three  supplies  receive  treatment  before  use,  so,  as  the  samples  were  of  the 
water  before  being  treated,  the  reports  merely  confirmed  that  the  water, 
untreated,  was  not  satisfactory  for  domestic  use. 

Storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 

The  number  of  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit  is  71.  That  the  number 
of  accidents  in  connection  with  teh  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  is  so  low  is  due 
to  the  stringent  requirements  of  the  law,  the  enforcement  of  those  requirements 
and  the  common-sense  of  the  average  user. 

In  the  past  each  authority  was  responsible  for  making  its  own  conditions  so  that 
the  difference  in  requirements  varied  from  district  to  district  - a most 
unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.  The  Home  Office  produced  a Code  of  Practice. 

The  Association  for  Petroleum  Acts  Administration  published  recommendations  based 
on  it,  which  are  being  widely  adopted,  so  that  there  is  far  more  uniformity  now 
than  there  has  been  hitherto. 

Once  again  the  West  Riding  County  Council  rendered  considerable  assistance. in 
ensuring  that  the  requirements  concerning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  were 
carried  out. 
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Slaughterhouses 


There  are  three  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Each  is  used  several  times 
per  meek.

A 100$  inspection  was  carried  out  as  has  been  the  custom  in  previous  years. 

The  butchers  have  dealt  in  good  stock  so  that  the  proportion  of  condemned  meat 
has  again  been  low. 

Food  Other  Than  Fresh  neat 

It  is  very  unusual  to  find  anyone  trying  to  sell  unfit  f ood  in  these  days. 
Frequently  owners  of  doubtful  food  ask  the  department’s  advice  and  invariably 
surrender  voluntarily  any  found  to  be  unfit. 

During  the  year  1 ton  2 cwt  39  lbs  of  tinned  food  was  found  to  be  unfit. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act 

There  were  no  cases  requiring  proceedings  to  be  taken  during  the  year. 

In  one  case  the  broken  rim  on  a jar  of  jam  could  have  been  fractured  after  the 
sale  was  made.  In  another,  a pie  bought  on  Saturday,  was  found  to  be  mouldy  on 
the  following  Tuesday:  there  was  no  evidence  that  the  pie  was  unfit  when  sold. 

In  a third  case  a soft  drink  had  a peculiar  odour.  A visit  to  the  plant  showed 
that  every  precaution  was  taken  to  ensure  sterilisation  of  all  bottles  and 
closures. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  four  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  each  one  being  for 
a residential  caravan. 

During  the  year  several  bands  of  caravanners  visited  the  area.  These  people 
are  engaged  in  the  collection  of  scrap  or  in  laying  tar-macadam.  Whichever  job  they 
do  the  result  is  invariably  the  same  - a site  left  littered  with  paper,  cardboard, 
ashes  and  pieces  of  scrap  that  cannot  be  profitably  removed.  Many  of  these  people 
are  feckless,  have  no  regard  for  the  rights  of  other  people,  and  make  no  endeavour 
to  make  themselves  less  objectionable.  One  wonders  what  they  are  doing  to  help 
themselves  in  addition  to  complaining.

Factories 


Coal  mining  remains  the  principal  occupation  in  the  rural  district  and  is 
followed  by  farming.  The  remainder  is  spread  among  a variety  of  industries 
varying  from  the  toanufacture  of  bricks  to  breadmaking  and  from  coke  and  chemicals 
to  clothes. 

The  main  concern  of  the  public  health  inspector  at  these  premises  concerns 
the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation.  Any  complaints  regarding  this  important 
matter  have  been  quickly  attended  to  without  recourse  to  formal  action. 

Nuisances 


The  public  interprets  the  meaning  of  the  word  "nuisance"  to  be  the  same  as  in 
ordinary  conversation  and  consequently  thinks  that  anything  that  can  be  termed  a 
nuisance  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  public  health  inspector.  A good  example 
cropped  up  during  the  year  - cats  calling  at  night.  What  can  be  done  in  such  a 
case? 


The  number  of  nuisances  dealt  with  amounted  to  883  with  48  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Sanitary  Accommodation 

In  the  rural  district  there  are  16,709  houses  provided  with  water  closets 
and  39  with  privies  or  pails.  The  39  cannot  be  connected  to  the  sewerage  system 
and  as  all  new  houses  are  provided  with  water  closets  connected  to  sewage  disposal 
plants  or  cesspools,  this  number  will  gradually  dwindle  to  nil  as  these  older 
dwellings  become  the  subject  of  demolition  orders. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Public  Cleansing  Depot  is  situate  at  South  Kirkby  and  is  comprised  of 
garages,  workshops,  dining  room  and  all  modern  conveniences.  The  garage 
maintenance  staff  consists  of  a motor  engineer,  two  mechanics  and  one  semi-skilled 
mechanic,  when  there  is  a full  staff  They  attend  to  all  the  Council’s  vehicles. 
The  fleet  of  public  cleansing  vehicles  consists  of  8 collecting  vehicles,  one  of 
which  is  a spare,  one  night-soil  vehicle,  one  salvage  collection  van  and  two 
tractors  with  buckets,  one  of  which  is  very  old  but  is  usable  as  a spare. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  a quarry  in  Great  Houghton, 
at  South  Kirkby,  where  the  refuse  is  being  used  to  level  up  a sloping  field  for 
use  as  a football  pitch  and  at  Ackworth  where  a railway  cutting  with  steep  sides 
is  being  filled  to  abolish  a danger  and  bring  back  into  use  additional  area  of 
land. 

The  staff  is  made  up  of  a foreman,  a deputy  foreman,  8 refuse  collection  drivers, 
31  loaders,  one  cesspool  driver  and  attendant,  one  salvage  driver/collector,  one 
tractor  driver  and  one  lavatory  attendant. 

In  addition  to  the  removal  and  disposal  of  household  refuse,  night-soil  and 
cesspool  contents  the  department  is  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  public 
conveniences,  the  sweeping  of  bus  shelters  and,  on  Sunday  mornings  only,  the 
the  main  shopping  centre  at  South  Elmsall. 
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During  the  year  the  staff  became  dissatisfied  with  their  wages  and  decided 
to  work  to  rule  until  a reasonable  bonus  scheme  be  introduced.  Many  other 
authorities  had  such  schemes  and  the  men  wanted  to  enhance  their  low  take-home 
pay.  It  was  soon  ovious  that  the  district  would  be  in  a deplorable  condition. 

A bonus  scheme  was  devised,  agreed  to  and  implemented.  The  back-log  of  work 
was  quickly  dealt  with  and  a regular  weekly  collection  commenced. 

The  number  of  cesspools  is  102,  the  emptying  of  which  is  attended  to  by  one 
driver,  one  mate  and  one  machine.  Small  sewage  disposal  plants  are  more  efficient 
and  less  expensive  so  the  number  of  cesspools  is  unlikely  to  increase. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Paper 

Waste  paper  is  collected  from  business  premises  for  a small  annual  charge. 

It  is  transported  to  the  depot  and  made  into  2 cwt.  bales  for  re-pulping.  The 
venture  is  not  economically  viable  but  it  keeps  a large  quantity  of  unwanted 
paper  out  of  the  refuse  tips  and  avoids  the  innumerable  complaints  that  would 
result  if  the  shopkeepers  were  left  to  dispose  of  it  themselves. 

Rodent  Control 


A staff  of  two  full  time  employees  was  engaged  on  this  work  but  was  not 
sufficient  to  cope  fully  with  the  work.  A third  member  was  added  during  the  year. 
Warfarin  was  the  principal  poison  used.  The  sewers  were  treated  twice  during  the 
year  and  showed  that  there  was  only  a light  infestation  in  six  parishes  while  the 
remainder  were  free. 

Private  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge. 


Milk 

Brucellosis 


One  sample  of  infected  milk  was  found  and  the  appropriate  action  was  taken 
by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  milk  was  not  pasteurised.
